An initiative sponsored by the 
California Oil Profits Coalition 
proposing to tax big orl companies 
by 10 percent and redirecting the 
money into California public tran- 
sit systems has been circulated on 
campus the past couple of weeks 

The initiative proposes a surtax 
on “all energy businesses whose 
principal activity is the obtaining, 
processing. distributing or market- 
ing of gas, oi! Coal of uranium, but 
not of alternate sources of energy 
such as solar, geothermal, wind or 
bromass.” It restricts businesses 
from passing this tax onto the con- 
sumer

(Si - ya) House at 4021 St in Davis is a mental 
health halfway Nouse 

Sihaya means “a spring in the desert People 
who have been in psychiatric hospitals or ward: 
voluntarily come here to bridge the gap between tr 
dependent lifestyle of a patient and that of a 
functioning, independent individual 

Sihaya provides a supportive living situation for 
those intent on solving their probiems 
responsibility own lives 

Sihaya § residents have varying degrees of s: 
mental and emotional difficulties But all have had 

some form of psychotic experience, they ve had or 
have the experiences of losing contact with every 
day reality 
in 1960 the Federal Community Mental Health 
Act mandated getting people mental hos 
pitals,” explains George Daskalos Sihayasd 
But there was nowhere for ther to go They were 
unable to care for themselves They lived in hotels 
Then they lived tn board and care homes Not 
was focusing on rehabilitation to develog 
skills for independent lives.” he says 
“Today Sihaya is a highly evolved transition 
center not just a haifway house but a profes 
sionally directed developmental Cral 
rehabilitation system 

When asked about the case histor Sinaya’s 
residents, George says. “We don't operate in that 
frame of reference And we don't look at people that 
way Words like ‘schizophrenic and ‘manic depres 
sive are medical diagnostic labels — medical shor 
thand. We look at people as people first. with 
probiems in living second 

What we're dealing with are not ‘diseases or 
‘menta! ilinesses’ but rather with earned behaviors 
in survival skills and forms of living. he explains 

This is not to say that we are diametrically opposed 
to the use of drugs. medications and chemicals tn 
working with people, but we dont believe the 
problems people have are solely or even 
predominantly biological. These probiems are a 
resulbt of the er ‘ronment and stress 

George cc Our emphasis here and 
orientation ts to the individual on the level of dealing 
with inner feeiings. thoughts, behavior 
skills and awareness So for us to label someone as a 

schizophrenic +s less important than how they 
behave and express feelings of the way they got to 
be tne way they are and what they want to 
about it

Usually, we don't give much thought about our 
daily lives. Americans, compared to the rest of the 
world, are extremely casual in dress and manners 
our friendships are rather mobile, we are busy even 
in play and we feel free to cal! a person by his first 
name after only one meeting These are only a few of 
the perplexing adjustments the international 
student has to make on arriving in America 

The following are a few examples offered by The 
Asian Student Orientation Handbook. distributed to 
all international students when they enroll atCSUS 

“Dining table manners are a little different too. 


and it can be summed up by one students ex- 
periences: “It only took me two meals to realize that 
if | didn't accept the first offer of food I'd starve And 
you will if you wait for someonedo ask you a sec ond 
time 

Sometimes the way Americans keep a schedule 
can be alarming. “The fast pace of life can be 
overwhelming for anewcomer,” says the handbook 

“Keeping busy seems to be a national mania 
When they are not dDUusy working they are busy reiax- 
ing.” 

On the concept of dating and social relations the 
handbook says, “The expectation that someone will 
be faithful after a date or two has caused many Asian 
students io become disillusioned about dating 
Americans. Going to social events together may not 
imply an emotional attachment and a Casuai hug or 
hand holding does not necessarily mean an in- 
vitation to greater intimacy ° 

This. “culture shock” is not unique to Asian 
students. Ail international! students have similar ex- 
periences. And the rate of international students 
coming to CSUS has increased steadily for the pas! 
five years. The Internationai Center estimates 1,279 
students pilus the refugees from Southeast Asia are 
attending CSUS this semester. Approximately 825 
students are here on student visas and 454 are per- 
manent residents. They come from at least 80 
different countries — Algeria, Nigeria, Hong Kong 
Japan, France, Germany, Venezuela, Egypt, Iran 
isreal and Saudi Arabia to name just a few 

At $60 a unit and with the constant increase in the 
cost of living, how can they afford it? Some of these 
students receive aid from their governments, some 
of ther work and attend school like many CSUS 
students. 


The international student is permitted to work in 
the U.S. only if he has extenuating circumstances 
ang then only under the watchful eye of the im- 
migration department. The international Center 
provides cost - of - living information requires that 
the student have one year's living expenses before 
coming toe the U.8. Contrary to common belief, these 
people are usually not rich and have in most cases 
worked and studied very hard to get here. according 
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Not just a cooperative household, Sihaya House in 
Davis is a mentai health halfway house. Sihaya’s 
residents have one thing in common: they all have 
had some sort of psychotic experience. They had or 
have the experience of losing contact with everyday 
reality 
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An obvious question arises: why are these people 
interested in receiving theire ‘cation from CSUS? 
The main reason is that CSUS has an international 
reputation. Over the years it has successfully trained 
thousands of international students who have 
received excellent jobs in their homelands, ac 
cording to the Center 

Some of these students interned with the Califor- 
mia State government 

California government is the eighth largest in the 
world itisa little nation within itself. An internship in 
California government offers invaluable civil service 
training, says Or Preston Stenenga. Director of the 
international Center The center also arranges 
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Keeping busy seems to be a national mania. W>en 
they (Americans) are not busy working, they ae 
busy relaxing 
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internships with the postal service and other civil 
service jobs Increasing. numbers of countries are 
pleased with the training their students receive at 
CSUS 

Environmental and social factors also make 
CSUS popular. Sacramento's climate is attractive 
but smooth transition of the student ints CSUS 
greatly aided by the international Center, makes 
CSUS popular The Center offers assistance with 
wnmugration, advising both academic and personal, 
financial assistance. and it arranges for host families 
inthe community The Center does a thorough job in 
preparing the student for life in America 

According to the Asian Student Handbook, “Gall- 
ing people by ther first names is an example of in- 
formal courtesy patterns in the United States. This is 
not considered a sign of disrespect but does exhibit 
the tendency to equalize.” 

The student from abroad must make major ad- 
justments for the years he is here. Cultural, social 
and linguistic transitions must be made if the
